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Safety Education 
Is Rotary Topic 


Some startling statistics on the 
high rate of traffic accident fa- 
tatilies in Palm Beach County 
were given by Cpl. Howell Gillett 
of Miami, the Florida Highway 
Patrol’s safety education director 
for 15 South Florida“Counties, at 
last week's. Thursday luncheon 
meeting of the Pahokee Rotary 
Club, 

Introduced by Sgt. E. D. Dugger, 
head of the FHP Station in Pa- 
hokee, the speaker, in pointing out 
the dire need of ‘more, and still 
more safety education for motor 
vehicle drivers, gave statistics 
showing Palm Beach County is 
one of the most dangerous coun- 
ties in the State in which to drive 
a car. 

There were 893 persons killed 
and 19,068 recorded injuries result- 
ing from motor traffic accidents 
in Florida in 1952 and out of this 
total 71 were killed and 790 in- 
jured in Palm Beach County. Out 
of every 100,000,000 miles of high- 
way travel in Florida in 1952 there 
were 7.3 persons killed, while the 
death rate in Palm Beach County 
for the same travel_mileage was 
13.1. Gillett said a/ large percent- 
age of the County's traffic acci- 
dent deaths occur in. the Glades 
area and asked the Rotarians and 
other civic groups to back- the 
FHP safety education program to 
the hilt in a concerted effort to 
reduce the present high rate of 
accidents in the Glades. 

Another amazing fact revealed 
in Gillett's talk was the high. pro- 
portion of males being killed in 


` Florida highway accidents. Of the 


580 persons killed in Florida high- 
way accidents during the 
seven months of this year, 522 
Were miles and 58 females. Not 
only are more males killed in 
highway accidents but a large per- 
cent of these men are the highest 
type professional and. business 
men, Gillett said.
